A Serious Note from Steve Kiernan, Assistant to the Director: 


Paul Cubeta and Leo Hotte have bcth asked me to relate some information on. the 
danger of hair dryers at Bread Loaf. 


Several Bread Loaf residents have asked whether computers and word processors present 
the same danger as dryers; in fact, because of their moving parts and heating coil, 
hair dryers create a strain on the wiring nearly 150 times that of a personal com- 
puter. Word processors and typewriters £unction as conductors of electricity, 

while the heating coil is a resistor--mvch like an inefficient light bulb--that can 
literally melt the antiquated wiring here on the Mountain. The danger is even 
greater because the walls of the original buildings are made of horsehair plaster, 
which would burn as fast as ane wallpaper on it. 


To give you an idea what Bread Loaf's 57-year-old wiring capacity means, Maple runs 
entirely on one 110-volt line. This power is comparable to a complete ‘building 
plugged into one of your outlets at home. 


Hair dryers are the most dangerous items on this Mountain, and it is a matter of 
personal responsibility to avoid their use. Blown fuses and frequent power outages 
should be ample demonstration of the old wiring, and any stronger evidence would 
probably involve the loss of a building--with irreparable damage to the residents 
and to Bread Loaf as a whole. 


There is an alternative: dry your-hair with your hair dryer in the laundryroom.

Many of the conveniences we take quite for granted at home are left behind each 
summer at Bread Loaf. But one comfort many of us have brought along poses a grave 
danger to Bread Loaf and her. residents. Please refrain from using your hair dryers 
other than in the methods proscribed here; the inconvenience you endure is a small 
price to pay for safety.
